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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "London cannot teach the 
overlap beign about equal to the channel length of the transistor if it does not even disclose the size of either one". As stated in the final 
rejection, the Figure 3A of London shows the claimed overlap. While the figure does not disclose the exact size of either the overlap or . 
the channel length, it does show the relative sizes (i.e., the size of the overlap in relation to the channel length). The claim only requires 
the overlap be "about" equal to the channel length, not the exact size of either the overlap or the channel length. Also, Applicant has not 
given the broad term "about" any special definition. Using a broad but reasonable interpretation of the term "about", it can be considered 
that the overlap shown in Figure 3A of London is "about" equal to the channel length shown in Figure 3A of London. Therefore, the claim 
is fully anticipated.
